No Doubt That the Insurgents Have 
Increased in Numbers Near the 
Capital—Several Parties Disloged, 
At Junta Headquarters. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRP.) 
HAVANA, Dec. 8—(By Central 
American Cable.) It is semi-officially 
admitted that Antonio Maceo, the in- 
surgent leader, passed the military line 
at Pinar del Rio, Friday, near Mariel, 
a port at the northern extremity. He 
was accompanied by the son of Maximo 
Gomez. 
The exact whereabouts of Weyler is 
not. known, but he is believed to be 
hunting Maceo in the mountains of the 
eastern part of Pinar del Rio, while 
the insurgents’ chief has seemingly 
doubled on his tracks, turned the 
flank of.the Spanish general and passed 
in his rear in the direction of this 
city, crossing the military line at will 
and possibly being by this time in the 
vicinty of the canital of Cuba. If 
Maximo Gomez carried out the plan 
attribut@éd to him—that of pushing 
westward to support Maceo—a junction 
of the two main bodies of the insur- 
gent forces may be expected shortly. 
Nothing appears to be known of the 
strength of the insurgent force with 
Antonio Maceo in this province. In 
fact, it was not until the news passed 
from person to person in the streets 
that the authorities would give half- 
hearted admission of the truth of the 
report that Maceo had crossed the 
military line. This, it’is believed, will 
alter the whole situation, and important 
events may occur within a short time. 
There is no doubt the insurgents 
have recently increased in number 
about the capital.

Such are the details of the identifica- 
tion upon which the Spanish officials 
rely for their firmly-expressed convic- 
tion that Antonio Maceo has met his 
end. No news received since the out- 
break of the rebellion has created so 
great a sensation in Havana or has 
been deemed so encouraging to the 
Spanish cause. 

Since the famous arid of Cuba 
across the whole of the island last 
year, when Maceo invaded Pinar del 
Rio, while Gomez returned to. the 
eastern provinces, the mulatto general 
has held his own in the western prov- 
ince against the utmost efforts of the 
Spaniards to dislodge him. He trans- 
ferred the whole seat of war from the 
east to the west end, and while his 
enemies claimed he had run into a 
trap and built a strong trocha across 
the island to keep him there, he con- 
tinued his indefatigable campaign and 
consistently claimed always that he 
could cross the trocha when he wished 
and effect a junction with Gomez in 
the east. 

The diary of Maceo’s. operations, 
found with the body, in addition to 
the details already given, stated that 
Maceo was wounded before crossing 
the trocha in a skirmish on Decem- 
ber 3. After crossing the trocha on 
December 4, he joined the local Ha- 
vana hands of the insurgents. Maj. 
Cirujeda arrived in Havana at noon 
with the documents which had been 
taken from the bodies of Maceo and 
Francisco Gomez. 

IT MEETS EXPECTATIONS. 

NEW YORK, Déc. 8.—The Herald, 
commenting on the report that Maceo 
has crossed the trocha, says:

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 9.—(Spee 
cial Dispatch.) There was an affecting 
seene in San Bernardino jail early this 


| morning when Mrs. Hatch, mother of 
| Eugene Woodbury, the alleged Chino 
assassin, clasped the wayward: boy’s 
hand and greeted him affectionately. 

Detective J. Scott Oliver and J. Ed- 
ward Payne, the Times reporter, left 
Yuma at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
with Woodbury and Al Wright. The 
train was late six hours and it was 
dark when California was _ reached. 
The prisoner sat in the smoking car, 
and all along the line crowds of spec- 
tators stepped up to get a look at them. 
The men bore the scrutiny well, and 
smilingly remarked that they would 
come out all right. 

It was the intention to take the pris- 
oners to Ontario and from _ there to 
Chino in the morning, but the plan was 
altered. When the train reached Col- 
ton, shortly after midnight, it was met 
by- Prosecuting Attorney Daly, Hon. 
| Frank P. Davis, who has been retained 
as counsel for the defense, Mr. Hatch 
and the newspaper men of San Bernar- 
dino. The prosecuting attorney in- 
structed the detective to take the pris- 
oners to San Bernardino, and the party 
stepped into hacks in waiting and were 
driven to this city, a distance of three 
miles. 

The prisoners were at once taken to 
the Conty Jail and turned over to 
Sheriff Holcomb, and a few munutes 
later Mrs. Hatch held a long conversa-~ 
tion with Woodbury. At the conclusion 
the prisoners were placed in seperate 
cells, and will remain there until the 
grand jury, now in session, investigates 
the case. 

Detective Oliver will go to Chino this 
morning to make returns on the war- 
rants on which the men were arrested,

BRAMBLE’S INVENTIONS. 


A Sensational Rotary Engine, Auto- 
matic Coupler and Dynamo. 

| (BY THE TIMES’ SPECLAL WIRE) 

SLEEPY EYE (Minn.,) Dec. 8.—(Spe- 
cial Dispatch.) Grant Bramble, the in- 
‘ ventor of the rotary engine, which has 
created a sensation, has just filed @ 
caveat for another patent. The latest 
device is an automatic airbrake coupler, 
a simple piece of mechanism that does 
away with the rubber coupling between 
cars. The Bramble coupler is so ar- 
ranged that when cars come together 
to be coupled, the airbrake coupler it- 
itself opens the valve automatically and 
there remains, accommodating itself to 
the up-and-down and swinging motion 
of the train while in motion. When 
it is desired to uncouple the car, all 
that has to be done is to lift the lever 
for the steel coupler, and an automatic 
airbrake attachment closes its own 
valve and moves forward without any 
more attention. The device completes 
a series of railway automatic appli- 
ances that does away with hazards to 
rubber connections. 

Another of Bramble’s inventions is 
his arcodescent electric system, some 
time ago referred to by him as @ 
greater thing than his engine. It is @ 
scientific and mechanical arrangement 
that permits of two separate currents 
from one armature and a commutator, 
In the systems now used there must 
_ be separate dynamos where both arcand - 
incandescent lights are desired, or else 
light is furnished in series. The new 
system combines in one dynamo both 
currents, permitting the drawing off 
of the current for either are or inean- 
descent lighting. The new dynamo is 
attracting the attention of electricians 
all over the country, but Bramble has 
refused offers for a sale of the patent, 
preferring to introduce it himself.

BUT MR. CAREW DIED DESPITE 
HIS WIFE’S ATTENTION. 


A Sensation Caused in the European 
Colony at Yokohama When the

OF BEING A POISONER. 


Police Unable to Find a Mysterious 
Woman in Black Whom the 
Widow Had Said Was Mixed 
Up in the Agfair.

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Dec. 8.—(Special 
Dispatch.) A letter from Japan says 
the European colony of Yokohama has 
never known a greater sensation than 
that caused by the arrest of Mrs. 
Carew, a wealthy English lady, on a 
charge of poisoning. her husband, but 
even this was exceeded when she was 
committed for trial on the charge and 
that, too, without bail.

19. So serious was the charge that 
Mrs. Carew’s attorney did not ask for 
bail, and when she went to her home 
for a few necessaries she needed, she 
was accompanied by officers.

EIGHT HUNDRED DEATHS, 


FRIGHTFUL MORTALITY IN THE 
CITY OF BOMBAY. 


Crowds of Terrified Natives Take to 
Flight — Bacteriologists Opine 
That the Dread Visitant Has a 
Tendency to Stick Where it 
Originates, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) | 

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Bombay says eight 
hundred deaths are reported up to date 
from the plague, but the number is 
believed to be much larger. Crowds 
of panic-stricken natives are fleeing 
from the city. Trade and travel are » 
seriously affected. The famine which 
threatened the whole of India has been 
partially averted in certain districts 
by the recent rains. 

Only one case is reported of a per- 
son recently attending a patient hav- 
ing contracted the plague. The disease 
though infectious, has not yet proved 
contagious. 

The government bacteriologists are 
of the opinion that the plague, unlike 
cholera, has a tendency to stick to the 
locality where it originates. A few au- 
thentic cases are reported in adjacent 
towns, but they are all of Bombay ori- 
gin. 

The disease, where imported, was 
dying out without spreading. In Bom- 
bay for two months the plague re- 
mained confined to one ward. It has 
now spread to all districts of the city, 
and is increasing largely with the 
cooler weather. Grain speculation con- 
tinues and aggravates the situation. 

CONDITIONS AT SINGAPORE. 

NEW YORK, Dec, 8.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Singapore says that 
since the rains set in the amount of 
sickness has diminished, and cholera — 
has disappeared and there have been 
no cases of plague. A similar increase 
of sickness has been éxperienced all 
over the East, but the health of the 
town has much improved. aig 

The sanitary state of Singapore has 
not been good during the past two 
years. In the middle of last year dn 
eutbreak of cholera occurred, involving 
the deaths of over four hundred per- 
sons before subsiding. In October of 
this year a similar outbreak of cholera 
occurred. It was confined, however, 


Chinese coolies, only one or two Euro- 
peans being attacked. The dryness of 
the seasons has doubtless much ‘to do 
with the prevalence of cholera, remit- 
tent and intermittent fevers.

DEADLY CYANIDE OF POTASSIUM. 
. A strange and awful death occurred 
at midnight last night.at the Union 
mine. A young man named Bussey, 
employed on the cyanide tanks for 
working the tailings, while over one 
of the tanks hit his: head on a beam 
and fell into the deadly fluid below. 
He was seen to fall, and rescued in a 
moment, but life was already gone. 
The liquid is most deadly, being cyan- 
ide of potassium, which, on contact 
with the mucous membrane of the 
mouth, or any cut, is instantly fatal. 
The fluid entering his. mouth, killed 
him, although a cut on the back of his 
head might have had the same effect. 
The body was brought in today, and 
will be sent East. Birds and insects 
by the millions have been killed by 
drinking from the cyanide tanks. At 
‘the first contact they fall dead.

SKETCH OF MACEO’S LIFE: 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—Antonio Ma- 
ceo was without question the most bril- 
liant figure of the present revolution 
in Cuba. He effected a landing at 
Certe de Barancoa on March 31. With 
him were Flor Crombet and a number 
of officers. Maceo had been a member 
of Gen. Gomez's staff during the ten 
years’ war, from 1868 to 1878, and com- 
manded large bodies of troops in the 
province of Santiago de Cuba, in which 
province his family had lived and 
where he owned a large plantation. 

After the ‘“ten-years-war’ Maceo 
traveled in Central America, attempt- 
ing to raise a large force to invade 
Cuba and contest the sovereignity of 
Spain. In 1886 he went to Hayti to try 
to get assistance for an invasion of 
Cuba, but he was driven out and awed 
for a long time in retirement in Ja- 
maica, and after that he returned to 
Cuba and lived very quietly on his 
plantation in the eastern province, 
where he was very popular. 

In 1890 he was driven out of Cuba, 
and came to New York. At the time 
of the present outbreak he was in Flor- 
ida, and he joined a large expedition 
which set out from Port Limon in 
March, 1895, on the steamer Adirondack. 
A Spanish man-of-war pursued the 
steamer for eight hours, and at last 
the leaders were compelled to land on 
Fortune Island, one of the West Indies. 
Thence Maceo and the other leaders 
made their way to Cuba. 

In the great raid across the island 
led by Maximo Gomez, Maceo was his 
chief coadjutor, and when Capt.-Gen. 
Campos had finally receded with his 
headquarters to the city of Havana, 
Maceo led. a daring raid into the fertile 
province of Pinar del Rio, where he 
devastated the great Vuelta Abajo 
tobacco district, and raised the whole 
province in revolt against Spain. 
There he has been ever since, with the 
Spanish authorities in the province 
practically gverturned. = 

Time and again reports have been re- 
ceived from Cuba of his defeat and. 
rout, his death in action or his suicide, 
always to be refuted by his later ac- 
tivities. There is no doubt that many 
people will doubt the authenticity of 
the report now received of his death, 
though no previous report has given 
such exact details of the circumstance 
of his death or the facts of identificat- 
tion. 

OTHER PARTICULARS. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 8—The World 
copyrighted cable from Havana says 
the afternoon papers are out with ex- 
tras seeming to confirm the reported 
death of Gen. Antonio Maceo. 

The rumor which first reached Ha- 
vana last night was that the leader 
had left Pinar del Rio province and 
was killed in Havana province yester- 
day in an engagement with the Span- 
ish troops under Maj. Cirujeda, on the 
Matilde estate, near Punta Brava. 

When attacked by Cirujeda’s little 
column of 356 infantry and 123 cavalry, 
Gen. Maceo, with from 3000 to 4000 fol- 
lowers, occupied positions under the 
cover of a stone fence.

SOLDIER SOLD AS SLAVE. 


Released from Libby Prison and 
Placed Upon the Auction Block. 


(Easton, Md., Letter to the New 
York World:) Charles Adams, colored, 
a Washington City caterer of some rep- 
utation, is from Talbot county, and is 
here now on a visit. He had a bother 
named Gilbert Adams, who died a few 


years ago, and who was a Federai sol- } 


dier during a brief period of the war. 
Gilbert always claimed that he was 
forced into the army. They were the 
slaves of Gen. Tench Tilghman of 
Plimbimmon—had a good master, and 
were faithful and satisfied servants. 
Gen. Tilghman’s son, Tench Francis 
Tilghman, went South Talbot 
county during the progress of the war, 
and was stationed in Richmord. 

One day while walking throngh Libby 
Prison, he heard a voice calling out: 
*“‘O, Mas’ Tench, Mas’ Tench, fo’ Gawd’s 
sake come here.” Mr Tilghman turned 
and saw his father’s servant, Gilbert 
Adams, wearing a Federal uniform and 
a prisoner in Libby. He capered with 
joy when he saw the son of his old 
master, and evidently thought his 
troubles were over. He claimed he had 
been forced into the service. Mr. Tilgh- 
man asked him where he was made 
prisoner. ‘‘A-fightin’ in de crater fo’ 
Petersburg,” said Gilbert, with a shud- 
der. “O, Mas’ Tench, take me out 0’ 
dis. Sell me to Georgy, Mas’ Tench. and 
lemme work in de cotton fields. I done 
smell nuff powder. Don’t want to hear 
no mo’ guns nor see no mo’ soldiers. 
Git Gilbert out o’ dis here trouble, do 
honey!”’ 

Mr. Tilghman went to work to get 
the necessary permission to carry out 
Gilbert’s request. It was an unprece- 
dented piece of business, hut finally the 
order was passed and> the papers 
signed and Gilbert was brought out 
from prison with his United States 
uniform on and sold at public aucticn 
to a man from “Georgy.” The war 
ended not long afterward.

One of the first to egrcet 
him after his return home was Gilbert 
Adams, who got back to Talbot before 
his ‘Mas’ Tench” did.

Plain, Unvarnished Story of the Part 
Played by the Bushwhackers in 
the City Election, 


BLACK BADGE OF COWARDICE. 


CANDIDATES WHO WORE IT WERE 
TURNED DOWN, 


Examples That Prove the Utter Im- 
potence of the Totem People to 
‘Hart or Help Any Candi- 
date’s Canse, 


Before the city election was held last 
Monday, the people who control a local 
labor organization called the Typo- 
graphical Union, got tocether and se- 
lected from the several score of can- 
didates for city offices those men who, 
they fancied, could possibly be induced 
to recognize them in the event of their 
(the candidates’) election to offices. A 
list of these favored (?) candidates 
was prepared and given wide circula- 
tion through the columns of a sheet 
labeled the Union Totem, of which sev- 
eral thousand copies were printed, ped- 
dled about, and given away each week 
to the citizens of the city who will ac- 


cept them. 


By every possible method the ‘“‘to- 
tem” tribes drew the attention of the 
laboring men of Los Angeles to this 
list of candidates, who, it was urged, 
should, and would, receive the solid, 
united support of the workingmen. 

On December 3, being Thursday of 
last week, the ‘‘Union Totem” appeared 
with its front page, diminutive to be 
sure, but devoted entirely to “puffs” of 
the favored nominees, who were rec- 
ommended to the suffrages of the 
“workingmen” of Los Angeles, at the 
then coming election. The list was 
headed, naturally, with the name of 
Snyder for Mayor. Snyder was elected, 
but there have thus far been found 
none so audacious as to claim his elec- 
tion was due to the indorsement given 
him by the “Union Totem.’ Besides 
Snyder, the favored (’) candidates for 
offices, other than places in the Coun- 
cil and Board of Education, which the 
“totem” called upon workingmen to 
support, were named as here given:

This list of the favored ones in “The 

Totem” was preceded by the following 

explanatory paragraph: 

“For several weeks a quiet investi- 
gation has been prosecuted with the

At the various city con- 
ventions some notoriously-objectiona- 
ble men were defeated. But, as often 
happens, a selection of candidates from 
the tickets of both the great political 
parties furnishes a list of men more 
Suitable than either of the party 
tickets as a whole. Our object is to 
present these candidates for the favor- 
able consideration of those who earn 
their bread by their daily labor.” 

Not one of these candidates, Repub- 
lican or Democratic, was elected last 


Monday. Each was defeated by a de-- 


cisive majority that left no room for 
doubt as to the value placed by the 
people upon this so-called ‘“‘labor’ in- 


dorsement. 


First on the foregoing list was 
Charles L.: Wilde. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances he would have been picked 
by the political prophets as a sure 
winner. He has been employed as chief 
deputy under the present City Clerk, 
is familiar with the office, and con- 
ceded to be capable of filling the place 
satisfactorily. Nothing in the way of 
incompetency or unfitness was urged 
against him during the campaign. 

But—he was given a rousing ‘“send- 
off” by the “Union Totem” squad, 
which indorsed him in these words, 
condemning his opponent in the same 
breath: 

THAT FATAL “INDORSEMENT.” 

“Charles L. Wilde, the Republican 
nominee for City Clerk, is efficient and 
experienced. He thoroughly’ under- 
stands the duties of the office to which 
he aspires, and those who believe in fit- 
ness being a qualification for office 
should vote for Mr. Wilde. His com- 
petitor, although without the least ex- 
perience in public service, has been in- 
dorsed by the League for Better City 
Government, which claims to favor 
civil service. 

‘‘Workingmen who belong to the Sil- 
ver Republican Club should know that 
they have nothing to expect from C. H. 
Hance. He has refused every oppor- 
tunity to place himself on record in 
any manner. Mr. Wilde, on the other 
hand, has lost no opportunity to show 
him earnestness and willingness to give 
all citizens the full benefit of his de- 
partment. Workingmen will make a 
serious mistake if they fail to elect 
him City Clerk.” 4 

The returns 0f Monday’s election 
gave C. H. Hance, who “has refused 
every opportunity to place himself on 
record in any manner,” a plurality over 
the “efficient and experienced Mr. 
| Wilde,” of exactly 2292 votes. To un- 
derstand just how much this glowing 
indorsement which “The Totem” gave 
Mr. Wilde was worth to that gentle- 
man, it need only be said that Wilde 
polled 6980 votes, while John Drain, the 
Republican candidate for Street Super- 
intendent, who received no indorsement 
or mention by “The Totem,” polled 10,- 
607 votes, or a difference of 3727, which 
it will be agreed is quite a substantial 
difference. 

Mr. Hance declares that before the 
convention met which nominated him. 
he allowed the use of the union label 
on his cards, not at the time under- 
Standing its significance. After the 
convention, when apprised of the Typo- 
graphical Union's impudent attempt to 
brand all candidates with the totem, 


Mr. Hance declined to use the label, re- 


fused to reply to circulars which were 
sent to him by the union, and as ‘“‘The 
Totem” says, “refused every opportun- 
ity to place himself on record.”

It 
is in low, swampy ground, but is 
backed by fine mountains, and looks 
out on one side toward the Ionian 
Sea and on the other over the Gulf 
of Patras. The malaria from the low- 
lands of Missilonghi probably had more 
to do with killing Lord Byron than 
the exertion of organizing the Greek 
army to repel the Turks. It was here 
he met and loved the beautiful Zoe, 
to whom he addressed one of the best 
known of his poems. 

The reading world believes Zoe was 
the “Maid of Athens.’’ She was not. 
She was born and bred in Missilonghi. 
married a Greek from the interior not 
far from Lepanto, and afterward 
moved to Athens. Here she lived to 
be a very old woman and retained to 
the last traces of beauty which 
charmed the eccentric but highly-gifted 
English nobleman. met a number 
of people who knew Zoe well, and 
every one agrees that she was very 
beautiful.

SAN FRANCISCO’S DECLINE. 


That San Francisco was and should 
have been the great commercial em- 
porium of the Coast from 1849 until the 
completion of the Central Pacific Rail- 
road, twenty years later, was not to 
be wondered at. The real wonder was 
that she held her commercial prestige 
for the twenty years that followed. It 
was over thirty years before the min- 
ing trade of any part of the Coast went 
elsewhere, and then Montana began to 


Chicago. 

Just as long as the Central and 
Southern Pacific roads were the only 
transcontinental lines of traffic, San 
Francisco was safe, but just as soon as 
competing lines began to come into 
the game a remarkable falling-off be- 
came perceptible. Tacoma, the western 


became a competitor for the trade of 
China and Japan, while Vancouver, the 
terminus of the Canadian Pacific, not 
only cut off a big slice of China trade, 


portion of the Australian business. 
Since then other steamers have gone 
into the trade with the Great Northern 
at Seattle and with the Union Pacific

death. It would also disturb the 
mausoleums of several prominent citi- 
zens, which were erected at great cost. 
If the crowded city of New York, with 
nearly six times the population of San 
Francisco, can afford to let the graves 
and Laurence and Montgomery remain 
undisturbed on the most crowded por- 
tion of Broadway, surely San Fran- 
cisco has no great need for street room 
at a point which is over four miles 
from the ferries. 


It is not of record that the Savior, 
in his day, ever made application to 
the Chief of Police for permission to 
wear a star and carry a pistol. Nor 
does history, either sacred of profane, 
mention any instance in which the 
Redeemer asked for contributions of 
money to enable Him to visit immoral 
resorts and bribe the inmates to com- 
mit indecent acts. But it is recorded 


to Mary Magdalen, with infinite kind- 
ness and compassion: “Neither do 1 
condemn thee. Go, and sin no more.”

' Of course, the different transconti- 
nental lines of railway have had much 
to do with this division of traffic from 
San Francisco, but not all. The other 
places have much newer and, for the 
most part, better steamers. This is 
especially true of the Canadian Pacific, 
whose steamers are so much faster and 
more commodious than the old Pacific 
Mail boats that all the “globe-trotting”’ 
passenger trade takes the Vancouver 
route. And in a year or two hence 
San Diego will have lines to China 
surely and perhaps to Australia, so 
that San Francisco’s position as third 
on the list of importing cities is liable 
to be fourth, and that before the close 
of the century. : 

The trouble is that San Francisco 
has got to be as bad as an Oregon 
town, for the want of enterprise and 
push. Once the prime mover in min- 
ing enterprises, she has sat still and 
let English capital obtain control of 
all the best gold-bearing properties in 
the State. She finds the foundries of 
Portland, Tacoma and Seattle bidding 
against her successfully for all the 
mining machinery of Idaho, Washing- 
ton and Alaska. She once controlled 
all the foreign lumber traffic of the 
Coast, but now does not get the bene- 
fit-of one-tenth of it. She had her 
branch houses in Portland and Seattle 
in, almost every line of merchandise, 
and has had to withdraw them, while 
men of small means have come from 
the far eastern cities and built up big 
trade in the past six years. Something 
must be radically wrong at the bottom 
of the whole system. | 

The conditions of trade in San Fran- 
cisco are not healthy. The speculative 
spirit that marked all kinds of trade 
from 1849 to 1865 could not well ac- 
commodate itself to the new condition 
of steady markets and the diminished 
profits resulting therefrom; and the 
many failures which prevailed in the 
first five years after the completion of 
the Central Pacific were not so. much 
the result of actually bad times as of 
the inability of pioneer merchants to 
accommodate themselves to the new 
order of things and be content with 
ready sales and small profits. Some 
day, when San Francisco adopts east- 
ern methods, a revolution in her trade 
will take place, and for the better. 
But by that time most of her trade wil] 
be cut up between Los Angeles and 
Portland, leaving her as the entrepot 
of the least productive portion of the 
Coast. 

This is said in no mean or gain- 
saying spirit. In fact, in the very 
article from which are quoted the im- 
portation statistics above given, the 
Call voices a similar sentiment, though 
in different language. We regret the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The annual 
report of Comptroller of the Currency 
Eckels submitted, to Congress today, 
contained information in regard to the 
organization, supervision and liquida- 
tion of national banks for the year 
ended October 31, 1896. 

During the year twenty-eight banks 

organized with capital aggregating 
$3,245,000. Of 5051 national banks or- 
ganized since June 30, 1863, 3679 were 
in active operation October 31, 1896, 
with an authorized capital stock aggre- 
gating $650,014,895. The total amount 
of circulating notes outstanding Octo- 
ber 31, 1896, was $234,553,807. The net 
increase in circulation issued by bonds 
during the year was $26,239,053, and the 
gross increase in total circulation was 
$21,099,429. The total resources of 3676 
banks reporting October 31, 1896, was 
$3,263,685,313, of which $1,893,268,839 rep- 
resented loans and discounts, and $362,- 
165 money of all kinds in bank. 
Of their liabilities $1,597,891,058 rep- 
resented individual] deposits; $336,342,834 
surplus and net undivided profits, and 
$209,944,019 outstanding notes issued by 
bonds.

An exhaustive and interesting analy- 
sis is presented of the returns re- 
ceived from the banks as to the extent 
to which the use of instruments of 
credit enter intothe settlement of whole- 
sale and retail transactions in daily life. 
The conclusion drawn from those re- 
turns is that 67.4 per cent. of the re- 
tail trade of the country is transacted 
by means of credit paper; that 95.3 per

POSTMASTER-GENERAL’S REPORT 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—A vigorous 
protest aainst the abuse of the postal 
service is made in the annual report of 
Postmaster-General Wilson. He quotes 
figures which show the excess of ex- 
penditures over the receipts to be $3,- 
127,088 for the past fiscal year, which, 
however, is a decrease of the deficiency 
of $1,679,958, as compared with the pre- 
vious fiscal year. This satisfactory ex- 
hibit of the past year has been made 
possible, the Postmaster-General sets 
forth, by the vigorous policy of bring- 
ing suit or pushing collections on bonds 


cluded ae of the Pacific rail- 
roads, to-wit, $1,558,989, making an ex- 
penditure of $92,186,185 to handle the 
department's business. It thus appears 
that from.two-thirds of tne matter 
handled during the last fiscal year tne 
revenue was less than one-thirtieth of 
the cost of the mail service. 

The rules in imposing fines and de- 
ductions on railroad companies have 
been modified so as to avoid tne temp- 
tation to make slow schedules to es- 
cape fines for unavoidable delays, und 
relieving the department from paying 
for service not rendered.

A FINE EXHIBITION. 


Fire Department Finds a Hydrant

Com- 
pared with the successful candidates of 
the other parties, this was a signal 
victory for the league. The Demo- 
cratic-Populist party nominated twen- 
ty-six candidates and elected only 
eleven. The Republicans nominated 
twenty-seven and elected fourteen, 

“The league does not claim, of 
course,” said one of its leading mem- 
bers yesterday, “that the election of 
SO many of its candidates was due 
solely to its own efforts, but the result 
amply justifies the assumption that 
the league held the balance of power, 
and that its indorsement of any can- 
didate of any other party was equiva- 
lent to election in almost every in- 
stance. 

“Of twenty candidates thus indorsed, 
embracing nominees of the Republican, 
Democratic and Populist parties, nine- 
teen were elected, the single excep- 
tion being in the case of Mr. Phibbs, 
Republican nominee for Board of Edu- 
cation in the Eighth Ward, who lacked 
less than ten votes of having enough 
to elect him. Even this result is re- 
markable as showing the power of the 
league, for the Eighth Ward. is the 
strongest anti-Republican and labor 
union ward in. the city, and Mr. Mc- 
Inerney, the successful candidate, had 
the united support of the Democratic, 
Populist and labor union forces. The 
indorsement of the Better City Gov- 
ernment League, therefore, appears to 
have assisted Mr. Phibbs very mate- 
rially in receiving such a large vote. 

“In the Fourth Ward, a Republican 
stronghold, the independent Beiter City 
Government candidates for Council and 
Board of Education were elected by 
overwhelming majorities, in the face 
of very determined partisan opposition. 
The league was most thoroughly or- 
ganized in this ward, and with two 
such clean, able standard-bearers as 
Herman Silver and Charles Cassat Da- 
vis, a splendid victory was won. A 
Similar result might been 
achieved in the Seventh Ward, where 
the league had independent candidates 
for Council and Board of Education, 
had a more vigorous campaign been 
waged Organization was very lax in

OWENS SEEMS TO BE GETTING THE 
BEST OF IT SO FAR. 
Five Precincts Were Counted Yes- 

terday and Owens Had Gained 


Two Vetes and Was in the Lead 
by 79. 


Madison T. Owens is slightly in the 
lead in the recount of the votes cast 
at the recent general election for 
City Justice. The contestant, Grove 
S. Bartholomew, is not worried by the 
figures, howeyer, for in the fifth pre- 
cinct, the last one counted ‘yesterday 
afternoon, ‘he gained considerably. 

The recount was commenced in Judge 
York’s department of the Superior 
Court yesterday morning. It proved to 
be very tedious work from the start, 
and will be more so before it is con- 
cluded. It will take three or four days 
to make the count, judging from the 
slow progress made yesterday. 

When Judge York called the case, 
County Clerk Newlin testified regard- 
ing the manner of keeping and pre- 
serving the returns, as to whether they 
were in the same condition as when 
first delivered, etc., all of which was 
satisfactory to both sides. 

Judge York appointed E. B. Carrier 
and T. W. Hilliker as tally clerks, 
while the names of the two candidates 
were called off by Court Clerk, A. W. 
Francisco, Jr. 

Precinct 1 was then called and the 
rolls unsealed. A careful count failed 
to show the slightest discrepancy. The 
vote in this precinct stood 27 for Bar- 
tholomew and 30 for Owens. 
Considerable marking was found on 
ballots in precinct two, and Owens 
gained. two votes after the illegal bal- 
lots had heen thrown out. There was 
no material change in the remaining 
three precincts, except the rejection 
of several marked ballots. 

The count has not progressed far 
enough to determine with any degree 
of correctness whether Bartholomew's 
claim will pan out, but so far Owens 
seems to have a little the best of it.

SKULL CRUSHED TO BITS. . 


A. E. Allen Dangerously Injured by 
a Runaway Horse. 


About 7:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
as A. E. Allen was at work tearing up 
some old track ,at the corner of 
Eleventh and Main streets, a runaway 
horse, which had broken loose from a 
street car, ran over him and inflicted 
injuries which will doubtless cause his 
death. 

The animal struck the unfortunate 
man from behind, horse and man fall- 
ing together. As the frightened animal 
struggled to regain his feet, he pawed 
Allen about the head and face, striking 
him several times, cutting a long, deep 
scalp wound and fracturing the skull 


-at the .base of the head. Allen was 


otherwise injured about the face and 
body and bled profusely. The patrol 
wagon was at once called and the 
wounded man taken to the Receiving 
Hospital, where Dr. Bryant bandaged 
up his head and put him to bed, as he 
was too weak from loss of blood to be 


operated upon. The wife of the poor 


fellow was at the hospital begging to 
be allowed to se her husband at an 
early hour, but was not allowed to see 
his pitiable condition until after he 
had been operated on. 

He underwent the operation yester- 
day afternoon about 1:30 o'clock, the 
skull ng+found in a terrible state. 
The bones of ‘the skull were crushed 
all around t e head, one piece of bone 
two inches square resting directly on 
the brain, and clots of blood having 
formed in. numerous places. 

Some portions of the frontal "pone 
were crushed like an egg-shell, and 
although no change was noticeable 
after the operation, it is the 
opinion of the doctor that the patient 
has not one chance in a thousand for 
recovery. Mrs. Allen has been at his 
side all afternoon and evening, pa- 
tiently and sadly watching every move- 
ment of the stricken man. 

Allen was 55 years of age and lived

keepers of club rooms, or poker rooms.” 


Now that they have found a way 
evade the city ordinance they must pay 
a Federal tax for the privilege. 

The poker-room is an institution that 
has flourished in this city for years. In 
its palmy days there appeared to be no 
way in which prosecution could be di- 
rected against it under the gambling 
law, and as a result the institution mul- 
tiplied greatly, the rooms being most 
thickly located in the neighborhood of 
First and Main streets. 

Then came a snag. Nearly two years 
ago when the Ministerial Union pre- 
sented its first compliments to the City 
Council regarding public morality, one 
of the city fathers moved that the City 
Attorney be instructed to present an 
ordinance that would do away with the 
poker rooms. An ordinance, prepared 
by that official was adopted pronibiting 
the use of a “kitty.”” The ‘kitty’ was 
the means whereby the keeper of the 
poker-room obtained his revenue, for 
the players at each game were required 
to drop a certain proportion of the 
chips won into the “kitty.”” As it cost 
money to buy the chips from the keeper 
- of the room, he got his profit by having 
chips returned to him by the “kitty” 
method without his returning casn for 
their redemption. 

For a while after the adoption of 
the ordinance, poker rooms pecame 
scarce, but it was not long before a 
scheme was devised to evade the ordi- 
nance. This was done by requiring the 
players at certain intervals to buy new 
packs of cards. The same caras were 
thus sold over and over again, the 
keeper of the room thereby making his 
profit. Dealers in new cards began to 
complain because of the reselling of old 
ones, and the attention of the Federal 
authorities was called to the matter. 

L. M. Noah, deputy internal revenue 
collector, yesterday cited a recent de- 
cision of the Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner, which says that “upon the 
opening of a pack of playing caras, and 
the withdrawal and use of the cards, 
after the obliteration of the stamp, ‘so 
that it may not again be used,’ as con- 
templated by the statute (Sec. 39, act 
of August 28, 1894,) clubs or otner per- 
sons could not, Without a violation of 
the law, resell the cards without pro- 
curing and affixing to the wrapper con- 
taining them the requisite stamp. For 
the purpose of enabling them (as deal- 
ers in playing cards in the eyes or the 
law by reason of selling the cards) to 
comply with the statute as tnus con- 


the manufacturer's stamps. The manu- 
facturer’s stamps are held to be the 
proper stamps to be affixed by these 
dealers to the packs of cards in ques- 
tion sold by them, in view of the ex- 
plicit language of sec. 46 of the act 
of August 28, 1894, which provides that 


sale playing cards, whether the articles 
so offered or exposed are of foreign 
manufacture and imported or of domes- 
tic manufacture, shall be deemed the 
manufacturer thereof.’ ”’ 

Under this ruling, a 2-cent stamp, 
which may be obtained at the internal 
revenue office, must be attacned to 
every pack of cards sold, whether the 
pack has teen sold before or not A 
severe penalty is attached to the viola- 
tion of this law, and the offender has 
the Federal authorities to deal with.

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 8.—(Regular Cor- | 
respondence.) The official report of 
City Egineer Capps to the Common. 
Council, concerning the Morena dam, | 
now being built as a part of the new 
city water system to cost, complete, | 
$1,500,000, causes even more of a sensa- 
tion than did the first statement by) 
Capps that the dam was defective. | 
Capps says in his report: 

“I wish to make a statement to your | 
honorable body regarding some of the 
work in the construction of the toe 
wall of the Morena dam. The upper 
thirty-five feet of this wall is, in my 
opinion, very defective.” 

Capps then tells how the engineer 
he supposed was in charge of the work 
had been sent elsewhere by Babcock, 
president of the dam construction com- 
pany, “leaving the dam with incompe- 
tent supervision’’ for over two weeks. . 
When Capps learned this he inspected 
the work, saying: 

“I at once proceeded to inspect the 
work and found filtration through 
the wall and numerous serious leaks 
under and along the sides and along 
and through the wall rock, with com-. 
paratively no pressure. Upon examina- 
tion of the upper side of the wall and 
on the north side of the stream I found 
a rotten seam of decomposed gran-. 
ite and earth with tree or brush roots 
still in it, and running behind the dam, 
indicating carelessness or ignorance of 
the persons in charge of the work.

DEFECTS CONSIDERED SERIOUS. 

‘“T consider these defects of a very 
serious nature, when it is borne in 
mind that the head, or pressure, of 
water acting on this portion of the 
wall will be from 150 to 185 feet instead 
of from 1 to. 30 feet, as above tested. 
This greatly-increased pressure would 
augment the volume and force of the 
water passing through these faulty 
points, at the same time increasing the 
area of the apertures by carrying 
out all soluble matter, thereby mak- 
ing it possible to discharge the reser- 
voir, or at least occasion a very serious 
loss of impounded water.” 

_Capps thinks that small leaks may in 
time fill with sand and be stopped, but 
that is problematical. The faulty work, 
according to Capps, comes from Bab- 
-cock’s desire to complete the dam be- 
fore the winter rains, and because of 
over-confidence in his (Babcock’s) 
ability and that of his foreman.
